commission's figures cover all the 
roads in the country having total 
o p e r a t i n g revenues of over $1,000,- 
000 a year. 
The 
average of 7.16 
mills in 1916 compares with 7.32 
in 1915, 7.33 in 1914 and 7.29

Never before, since the in­ 
terstate commerce commission be­
